Elephant Crushes Boy 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — Resolutions 


urging the next Congress to appro- 
priate $50,000,000 for highway construc- 
tion in drouth states and to authorize 
loans for seed, fertilizer and livestock 
fecc were adopted tonight Wednes- 
day by representatives of more than 
a score of state drouth relief com- 
mittees and the National Drouth Com- 
mittee. 


The highway resolution called upon 


Congress to appropriate the §50,000,000 
without requiring the states to match 
the fund dollar for dollar at the time 
the distribution is made. 


The portion to be borne by the 


state would be repayed to the govern- 
ment by an annual deduction from 
the normal federal road appropria- 
tion over a period of 10 years. 


Earlier in the day, delegates to the 


.conference received word from Dr. C. 
W. Warburton, secretary of the na- 
tional committee, that Congress would 
be asked to make the $125,000,000 al- 
lotted for federal aid in road con- 
struction in 1932 available immediately 
on enactment of the Agriculture De- 
partment's supply bill. 


The conference also urged liberal con- 


tributions to the Amerian Red Cross 
to enable that organization to meet 
relief problems in 
more 
than 100 


drouth stricken counties. 


Another resolution requested the 


secretary of agriculture to ask Con- 
gresi. to relieve the counties of their 
county agents to Junp 30, 1922. 


The conference expressed its appre- 


ciation to the railroads for their "very 
substantial contiibution to the drouth 
relief work" by reducing freight rates 
en hay and feed into parched areas, 
and livestock out of these sections. 


Harry Flood B,yrcl, former governor 


<-i Virginia and previously one of the 
most outspoken critics of certain fea- 
tures in the administration's handling 
ol drouth relief, said he was in com- 
plete agreement with the conference 
program and expressed belief 
that 


machinery had been set in motion to 
iciieve distress. 


Representative 
Aswell, Democrat, 


Louisiana, who was present at the 
ccnterenee, has announced his inten- 
tion to ask Congress for a seed loan 
fund of $60,000,000. There has been 
rtrong support in governmental circles 
4oi a fund of not less than $25,000,000.

Boiler Explodes 


Another May Lose Sight 


After Terrific Blast, ' 


Near Rogers 


ROGERS—Harold Holman, age 50, 


is dead and Jake Townsend, 30, is ;in 
a local hospital in a serious condit- 
ion as a result-of the explosion of a 
boiler at a sawmill on Sugar creek, 
four miles north of Rogers, about 10 
a. m. today. 


Holman, an employe of the mi 


was killed instantly when a side of the 
boiler struck him. Healso was crush- 
ed by heavy timbers and 
a smoke 


stack that fell on him. 


Townsend, a son of Charles Town- 


send, owner of the mill, was firing 
the boiler when the explosion occur- 
ed. He was blown for more 100 feet, 
landing in a creek. His face, limbs 
and parts of his body were burned 
badly. His condition is serious bul 
not dangerous, alhtough it is feared 
tnat he may loose his sight. 


The top of the boiler was blown 


through the timber for more than 100 
yards, cutting away tree 
tops 
and 


limbs.

A wheel was torn from a log wa- 


on about 50 feet from the boiler, the 
iorn tire was wrapped about the trunk 
fo a fallen tree and the hub was founc 


n a hillside several hunrde feet a- 


way. 


A tube from the boiler struck one 


of the mules hitched to the wagon, 
seriously injuring the animal, he ex- 
plosion was heard for more than a 
mile, the concussion rattling windows 
almost that far away. 


Holman is survived by his wife and 


nine children.

feet'wide. In the .bottom of this place 
a layer of straw or leaves about 1 to 2 
inches deep. Harvest the turnips, cut- 
ting off .the. tops about, 1-2 to 1 inch 
above the turnip then haul them to 
the storage pit Begin at one end and 
pile the,turnips in a cone shape mak- 
ing the pile as long as is necessary to 
accomoclate the lot to be stored. If a 
large amount is. to' be stored a small 
amount of dirt should be put in about 
mid way from-top. to bottom of the 
pile. This is. to lessen a tendency to 
heat. Handle the turnips carefully so 
as to avoid all possible bruises. When 
the heap is •finished then cover over 
with a layer of straw, leaves or corn

Beet'lier Stowe wove her famous slav- 
ery novel, died in Indiana from ex- 
posure suffered while escaping from 
his master, Dr. Henry Coffin Fellow, 
descendant of the Quaker couple who 
befriended Eliza, said. 


Eliza Harris, famous for her trip 


across the Ohio river ice, also ac- 
tually lived, but the story of her life 
was altered to make it more readable 
Dr. Fellows said. 


Dr. Fellows, Quaker educator and 


poet, now living at Witchita, Kansas, I 
said Undo Tom was befriended by | 
his great-uncle -Levi Coffin. 


"Coffin lived in Newport,. Indiana, I 


near the Ohio line, and owned a cot- ] 
ton mill in Cincinnati. He imported 
cotton from England rather than use 
that from " the southern plantations, 
due to his hatred of slavery. He was 
so strongly against slavery that he be- 
came president of the famous under- 
ground railway system. 


"Uncle Tom worked under a cruel 


taskmaster in Lexington, Ky., who 
whipped him unmercifully and he de- 


termined to escape. He heard of Cof- 
fin's kindness and decided to go to 
his house. The first night of his 
flight, Uncle Tom walked along a rail- 
road track. The next day he hid in a 
cornfield until it was dark enough to 
continue. It took two days to reach 
the Ohio river and by\ that time, he 
was exhausted. The cold caused him 
much suffering. 


He was ferried across the river by 


a free negro and was taken to tho 
Coffin home. He became ill with 
pneumonia and was sick for nine 
weeks. Then he died. Simon Legree 
did not kill him and, it is probable 
that the notorious slave driver was a 
character who had the worst parts 
of several anti-abolutionists instead 
of being a real person as the others
